"Any effort on my part to “explain” the Conjugate Match theorem would (a) 
require more bandwidth than we should use here ..." 


I agree--this can be pretty boring. But at least it's radio related and 
not much more trivial than some other postings (including my own). Still, 
I don't blame those that have already hit "delete". 


I don't think conjugate matching itself is too complicated. If you've got 
a source with a complex source impedance, make the load have the same 
impedance but with the sign of the reactive component reversed and you'll 
get max power transfer. 


But some of the other stuff about seeing the conjugate in both directions 
when you cut the line gets a little interesting. (more later) 


"Quoting from Chapter 17 of "Reflections 


Chapter 17? My .pd£ only has 7 chapters. Maybe you're describing 
Reflections 2(?) 


"If a group of four-terminal networks containing only pure reactances (or 
lossless lines) are arranged in tandem to connect a generator to its load, 
then if at any junction there is a conjugate match of impedances, there 
will be a conjugate match of impedances at every other junction in the 
system." 


That's interesting and not too hard to visualize, just using random values 
of reactance strung out in series. Say you're at a point in the line where 
Z to the left is 100 +375 and to the right is the conjugate, 100 -j75. Now 
suppose the next reactance to the right has a value of +35. Move right 
beyond that and then the value to the left becomes 100 +3]75 +35 or 100 + 
380 and the value to the right becomes 100 - j75 -j5 or 100 -j80. Stilla 
conjugate. Whatever you add to the left, you subtract from the right. 
Whoda thought it? 


The part involving transmission lines isn't so intuitive and doesn't yield 
to simple arithmetic. In my first message, I pictured a G5RV type antenna 
with a transition from ladder line to coax somewhere along the feeder and 


asked how the conjugate match at the transmitter end could cause that 
junction to become a conjugate match. (Meaning, you break the coax to 
ladder line junction apart and look into each line, you'll see conjugate 
impedances. ) 


Well I've got the Transmission Line Equation (the big one with the complex 
SINH and COSH and maybe even GOSH functions in it) set up in Excel, so I 
did a hypothetical case like the G5RV one I mentioned. Son of a gun; you 
do get the complex conjugate at that junction. 


OK-I've swallowed two parts of the lesson and learned some interesting 
stuff. Now, two questions still remain: 


1. Does this conjugate stuff really help hams understand why SWR on a line 
isn't necessarily a terrible thing and why providing a 50-ohm match at the 
transmitter is the most important issue? Although the conjugate thing is 
interesting, it doesn't do it for me. 


2. Do you really have a conjugate match at the transmitter end? 


That's been the central question (to me) of all the endless debates on 
rec.radio.amateur.antenna, and I don't see why the match would exist. (To 
have that conjugate match, the transmitter must have a 50 ohm internal 
source resistance. But why would it?) I re-did my Excel spreadsheet thing, 
but instead of having the source be the conjugate, I made it cancel the 
reactance but have a different resistance. This completely fouled up the 
conjugate match deal at the coax to ladder junction, as you'd expect. But 
who cares? The SWR on the line is the same. Now the power into the line 
is different, but maybe that's what I wanted. As you know, with a matched 
condition, efficiency is only 50%. Remember in the tube days, when you'd 
talk about lightly (or heavily) loading the final? You didn't always want 
maximum power output; you wanted a certain efficiency and best health for 
the final tube. If you were a novice, maybe you were keeping the DX-40 
plate current to 125 ma so you wouldn't exceed 75 watts input. 


"The point referenced in your final paragraph is that the actual antenna 
itself, even if non-resonant in its own dimensions, etc. becomes resonant 
at its feedpoint in a properly tuned system." 

Yeah. I wasn't really disagreeing with you here, just saying that Karl's 
original post dealt with the antenna itself as being resonant or 
non-resonant. But hey, we're off onto something else now, right? 


"Quite an amazing feat for a couple of variable caps and an inductor!" 


It really is! 


"Nick, to conserve bandwidth, I am not quoting your response so please do 
not take offense." 


We should all do that!

Disclaimer: this is an UNOFFICIAL post based on my memory of the 
discussion at the recent NEQRP meeting. As always, the official 
rules, when they become available, should be used as your source 
of information. 


Yes, there will be a contest, on the weekend of September 15-16. 
The final version is being worked on, and will be available soon 
at the NEQRP web site: http://www.qsl.net/wqirp/ 


Basically, the rules that were discussed (not much different from 
last year) will be something like this: 


1. Operate 8 hours of the contest period. (I believe this will be 
1800Z Saturday to 1800Z Sunday, as in past years.) 


2. Use any bands except 10/18/24 MHz. Call on or near the usual 
QRP frequencies. There was debate about limiting it to HF bands, 
but the ultimate decision was not to. Nobody really expects to 
see much activity on VHF and higher bands, but if you want to 
try, feel free. 


3. Contact stations once per band per mode (CW/voice/digital). 
There was debate about how to prevent stations from making voice 
contacts, and then operating CW and/or digital on the same 
frequency to score the additional QSO points; there may be some 
rule addressing this in the rules when they come out. Most 
contest activity will probably be CW. 


4. Score = number of QSOs. 


5. One signal on the air at a time. (In other words, multi/single 
is OK, but no multi/multi stations.) 


6. Use QRP. There was a debate, unsettled at the meeting, whether 
to use the QRP ARCI definition of SSB QRP (10W PEP) or the ARRL 
definition (5W PEP). 


7. The exchange is RST, S/P/C, name. 


8. There will be home and portable categories. The 500' rule used 
last year will probably be gone; there will be a new rule 
requiring that portable stations not use any permanent station 
facilities. So a backyard portable will be OK this year - but it 
would have to run on batteries and use portable antennas erected 
for the occasion, not the regular station antennas. 


9. There will probably not be a Sunday bonus period this year. 


10. There was discussion about some sort of 15 minute rule on 
band switching; the concensus seemed to be not to bother. There 
was Slightly stronger sentiment in favor of a rule requiring 
operating time to be counted in 15 minute or one hour blocks, but 
ultimately people seemed against complicating the rules that way.

Gary, I wouldn't give it a second thought. 


In a perfect world, the 75 ohm cable would only give you an SWR of 1.5:1 if 
things are done right at the antenna end. If not, you will have to tune the 
line anyway, and its Zo then becomes relatively unimportant other than from 
a loss standpoint. 


If this line runs all over a large house or building, there might be some 
concern over losses, but I would try it first before giving it a lot of 
worry. And the 75-ohm line may not actually be 75-ohm line at all . 


One thing to check is that when you use it for r-f£ purposes make sure that 
xallx aspects of the LAN are physically removed from the cable: 
terminators, t-connectors, etc. Just to be sure .

For a single frequency, you can make a 'stub' to transform the apparent 
impedance. Or there's a 'sleeve' method for doing this. 


But... I think you'll find that any kind of 'transformer' you devise 
will not, 

in any practical sense, work much better than just going with the 1.5:1 
SWR you'd get if you just hooked up direct for the radio. Besides, if 
your antenna is a dipole, it's probably closer to 75 ohm than 50 in the 
first case. 


As to the network... If you are using cards with 'thin-net' and you 
have to 

use external terminators, just get some 750hm terminators and use the 
cable ‘as-is'. Most cards probably will work just fine in the ‘point to 
point’ 

wiring scheme where you just put a 'T' on each card and each end is 
‘terminated '. 


If you're trying to use a 'star' topology like ‘arc-net' did, then if 
you have 

any 'passive' hubs, you'll probably have to change resistors unless all 
the runs are very short. (I did this once with Ethernet. Mainly to get 
away from running two 'coax' to each of the kids rooms in the house. 

I made up a '5-way' passive hub and used 50ohm cable. Worked ok, 

but with a 5-way the signals were reduced and I only ran short runs. 

(My computer room was 'in the basement' under one of the kids rooms 

and my longest run from the hub was maybe 15 feet.)) 


How you would do this makes a BIG difference if you just needed to go 
between two machines or if you were running 3 or more...

I have found two standards used in antenna study. The first is the 
isotropic radiator that has no beam shape at all. It radiates out away 
from itself in all directions. 


The other is an "elemental dipole" which is a dipole so short that 
the current through it is equal and while it has a beam it is also very 
wide. 


I was unable to find it said that the elemental dipole has a gain 
of 2.1 DBi, but this could be the case. The dipole I modeled is 1/2 
wavelength long fed in the center and works on 20 meters. It is 20 meters 
above a normal ground. It has a gain of 8 DBi off the sides at the peak 
angle. 


As I think about the problem I think the simulation is correct. I 
would sure like someone with another simulator or another newer book than 
I have, to do the simple dipole and let me know what they get.

Fooled around with MMANA which uses MININEC to calculate far 
fields and then you can list the gain from that. Here is what I found out. 
I simulated a 20 meter dipole 20 meters above a real ground and got a gain 
of 7.22 DBi. Then I used a perfect ground and got a gain of 7.80 DBi which 
was what I quoted in earlier messages as 8 DB1. 


Then I simulated the 20 meter dipole in free space and wonder of 
wonders I got 2.13 DBi which is the magic number. 


So the FACT is that for some good reasons the isotropic radiator 
and the dipole in free space, neither of which exist, are related by the 
fact that the dipole is 2.13 DB stronger than the isopole radiator. 


When you put the dipole close to a ground, like a wavelength, it 
has a more compact beam that shows gain of like 8 DBi.
